At l l o’clock the band was quelled 
and Past Head Consul W. A. North- 
cott, of Springfield. 111., urged insur­ 
gents to leave the hall and reassured 
them they would get “square deal” in 
the convention. 
The convention then Idjourned and 
the committee on credentials resum­ 
ed its sessions. Night sessions of the 
convention must be held if the w'ork 
is to be completed this week, it is 
announced.

West Plains, Mo., June 18.—Paralee

The shooting took place just 
over the line in Douglas county, on 
Nobiett creek. 
After being whipped at Horton and 
told to leave the country, Paralee Col­ 
lins disappeared. She w’ent with Isaac 
Collins, a distant cousin, to Douglas 
county. 
They took tip their abode in 
a cabin. 
Tuesday night a mob of masked 
men went to the place. They knocked 
for admittance. 
When the door was 
opened the leader covered the pair 
with his revolver. 
Both got away and took 
to 
the 
brush. 
Shots followed. Isaac Collins 
w as shot in the head, a bullet tearing 
away a part of his right ear. Paralee 
Collins was shot in the leg. 
The mob burned the cabin and left 
a written notice that Paralee must 
leave. 
Tw'o days ago Henry Collins, known 
as “Hog Eye,” whose homo is on 
Spring creek, in Howell county, was 
taken from his home by a masked 
mob and whipped. Two others of the 
Collins family were whipped at the 
same time and warned to leave the 
country. 
The mob charged that Henry Col­ 
lins had killed a steer which did not 
belong to him. 
For some time a feud has existed 
in the Collins settlement along the 
western border of How'ell county. A 
month ago a masked mob whipped 
Paralee Collins and burned the home 
of “Blind Jane” Collins at Horton, 
where Paralee lived. 
Both women 
were told to leave. 
Several arrests have been made. 
Paralee Collins has been married 
four times. 
She says two of her for­ 
mer husbands are members of the 
mob; that she recognized one of them 
the first time she was whipped, when 
the mask fell from his face.

Physicians have cautioned him to ex­ 
ercise the greatest care for months 
to come. 


‘“Phis is my answer to those who 
wanted me to go into a campaign,” 
said Col. Roosevelt yesterday. 
“If 


anyone expects me to do so, I cannot 
now.” 


The announce of the former presi­ 
dent’s disability was made after he 
had visited Sir St. Clair Thompson, 
professor of larynxology and physi­ 
cian for diseases of the nose and 
throat in King’s College hospital, a 
specialist whom he 
haa 
consulted 
when he was in London in 1910. 
The exertion of 
addressing 
the 
Royal Geographical society Tuesday 
night brought about a culmination of 
the weakness which Col. Roosevelt’s 
friends observed on his arrival in 
London. 
Col. Roosevelt’s voice gave 
him much trouble during the lecture. 
The former president, whose voice 
was somewhat husky yesterday, ac­ 
cepted the situation cheerfully. 
He 
announced he would obey the doc­ 
tor’s orders. 
Concluding an audience with news­ 
paper representatives, Col. Roosevelt 
said ^emphatically, empL sizing his 
declarations with familiar 
beatings 
of his right hand on the left: 
“If any statement on political sub­ 
jects purporting to come 
from 
me 
snould be sent from the ship by wire­ 
less, you may put it down as a fabri­ 
cation. 
I will make none.”

The church 
are to be the judges in that judgment 
day (I Corinthians 6:2) and must there­ 
fore have previously had their judg­ 
ment The judges w ill have been thor­ 
oughly tried and tested and proved 
worthy of their high position before 
the world will be tried by them. Saint 
I’n Hi says, “Some men’s sins go before 
to judgment and some follow after” 
< Hebrews 9:27).' The church’s go be­ 
fore. 
They are cautioned to remem­ 
ber that the world’s judgment time has 
not come yet, but Is a future event in

We much prefer to take the inspired 
prophet’s words (Ezekiel IG), and the 
corroboration of them in the Gospel of 
Matthew (Matthew 11:21, 22). aud by 
such get an understanding of the mat­ 
ter. The Day of Judgment has not yet 
come, so the tolerable times are still 
future. 
The word “judgment” means 
trial or testing and a decision associat­ 
ed with it. 
The Day of Judgment is 
the world’s trial day, just as the pres­ 
ent time is the trial day of the Church. 
God will neither judge nor condemn 
anyone who is ignorant, but He will 
provide knowledge as a basis upon 
which to form His decision; this will be 
a knowledge of the truth. As the people 
of Sodom did not have this knowledge 
so God has “appointed a day”—of judg­ 
ment for them to gain such knowledge 
and decide for themselves whicli they 
will choose of the two issues of that 
Judgment Day—life or death. The peo­ 
ple of Capernaum, Bethsaida, Chorazin, 
etc., had more light, and hence were 
more responsible, but they did not pos­ 
sess full knowledge.

Answer.—The first chapter of John 
takes us back to the beginning, at 
which time Jesus was the only begot­ 
ten of the Father. There is no record 
of any others having their begettal of 
God until this Christian dispensation 
As stated in John 1:3, “All things are 
made by Jesus—none beside Himself 
received life direct from the Father.” 
Again He states of Himself, “I am the 
beginning and the ending, the first aud 
the lost” (Revelation 22:13). It is not 
as human beluga that we are begotten 
of God. Human life was received from 
our father Adam. 
It is for this cause 
that we are weakened and sinful. Be^ 
gotten again not of the flesh, but of 
the spirit, we will he eventually born 
on the spirit plane if the new' nature 
is properly and fully developed in us 
“That which is bom of the flesh is 
flesh: that which is born of the spirit 
is spirit” (John 3:G>. 
When this birth 
takes place, the limitations of the flesh 
a lid sin will cease.

All that w’e have now’ of the New 
Creature is the new mind. 
We are 
learning to think spiritually; our hopes 
md ambitions are heavenly instead of 
earthly. 
We die to the fleshly mind— 
our affections are centered on the heav­ 
enly things. 
This is wdiat is repre­ 
sented by our begetting. 
When the 
Bible speaks of us as being sons of 
God we then are considered as new’ 
ret! til res in the sense that the new’ 
mind is actually ours. 
We actually 
think and hope along new lines, along 
spiritual lines. 
This mind is a spirit­

Statement That Body Was Brought to 


Sedalia and 
Interred in tho 


Cemetery Here Has Na 


Foundation. 


The late General Bacon Montgom- 
J 
ery, for many years a resident of Se­ 
dalia 
and 
one 
of the state s best 
known men, who met death in Mexico 
in a mysterious manner while nros- 
pecting for gold, in 1892, was written 
of at length in the Nevada Post of 
Tuesday afternoon. 
The story will ne perused with in­ 
terest by all readers of the Demo­ 
crat. 
A portion of the narrative may 
be true, but the statement that Gen­ 
eral Montgomery’s body was disin­ 
terred a year after his death and 
brought back to Sedalia for burial is 
not true. 
This latter fact had much 
to do with Mrs. Montgomery’s death. 
She mourned constantly over the fact 
that her husband’s remains ware per­ 
mitted to lie buried on Mexican soil. 
Here is the story as printed in the 
Post: 
“ Many Vernon county people^ re­ 
member General Bacon Montgomery, 
famous during the Civil war as the 
“ Boy Brigadier,’’ and for years after 
the war as a newspaper man. 
For 
many years he was city editor of the 
old Sedalia Democrat, when I hat pa­ 
per was ^he “ livest wire” on the Cen­ 
tral Missouri circuit—or, 
for 
that 
matter, in the whole west. 
“ He was one of those big hearted, 
brave fellows who never counted cash 
when pity appealed nor ever faltered 
when duty called. 
He gave, and that 
freely, of his means, or his time, or 
his blood, as many yet living can tes­ 
tify, consequently no man e*rer had 
warmer, more devoted friends, and 
no man ever better deserved them. 
No wonder then that those w h o k n e w 
and loved him in life heard with re­ 
gret of his sudden death, years ago, 
while on a hunting trip in Mexico. 
“ The report as current at the time 
was to the effect that death was the 
result of an unfortunate accident. 
It 
was said that in his haste lo get a 
shot at a passing deer General Mont­ 
gomery seized his gun by the muzzle 
as it lay in the bottom of the camp 
wagon, and in drawing it out it was 
discharged, 
the 
load 
of 
buckshot 
striking him squarely in the chest 
add killing him almost instantly. 
“ In a conversation with an did war 
comrade of General Montgomery this 
circumstance was adverted to. appar­ 
ently to his surprise, as he at once 
said; 
‘“ That is not the way “ Bake” died. 
He was stood up against an adobe 
wall in Sonora, Old Mexico, and shot. 
I know', because 
I 
was 
stood 
up 
against the same wall at the same 
time, along with “ Bake’’ aud General 
Simon, one of John Morgan’s cava­ 
liers. 
They were to shoot us one at 
'n time .and they began at the end 
of the line where Bake stood. 
Before 
our turn came a courier arrived with 
a reprieve for all three of us from 
General Reyes, but it came too late 
to save our friend. 
“ ‘W e left the country and came 
back home . This w*as in 1892. 
The 
next year we went back there and got 
General Montgomery’s body, brought 
it back and gave it burial iii the 
cemetery at Sedalia. 
“ ‘How did we come to be down in 
that country? 
Well, we went down 
there to help the Yaqui and incident­ 
ally help our 
own 
fortunes. 
The 
Yaqui are a peculiar sort of people, 
well to do ranchers and highly edu­ 
cated, many of them. 
“ ‘They were at outs w itll the Mex­ 
ican government, as they ha” e been 
unlimitedly, I suppose, since the days 
of Cortez. 
At all events it was war 
between 
them 
and the Ra.'ales in 
1892, and we went in to be.p them, 
with the result we were captured, 
and stood up to he shot, as I stated. 
“ ‘Reyes, who reprieved us, w’as a 
Yaqui himself. 
But for that fact I 
would not be here telling yon about 
it. 
Had a regular Mexican or a Span­ 
iard been in command it would have 
meant our finish.' ”

at lier home northeast of Sedalia last

Saturday afternoon calls to mind the 


school in which Mrs. Gentry, formerly 
Bettie; H ugli es, recei' lid her education 


and of which she was a graduate in 
the latter 60s. 
The Democrat has been handed a 
copy of the annual catalogue of the 
Forest Grove Institute, a school locat­ 
ed at Georgetown, which was then 
the county seat of Pettis county. 
The building was situated two and 
one-half miles northwest of Sedalia. 
It was a two-etory frame, large and 
roo iny, 
containing 
three 
separate 
rooms, all well ventilated, and was 
surrounded 
by 
a 
beautiful 
forest 
grove, with extensive playgrounds. 
The faculty of the 
institute 
waB 
composed bf the following: 
G. B. Newton—Latin, Greek and 
higher mathematics. 
A. A. Neal—Penmanship, elocution, 
rhetoric and morals. 
Mrs. S. I. Stone—Tainting, draw­ 
ing, etc. 
Mrs. E. M. Byler—Instrumental and 
vocal music. 
Mrs. 
E. 
B. 
West—German 
and 
French. 
Exercises in reading, writing and 
spelling were among the daily course 
of study. 
Classes in rhetoric were 
required to furnish original exercises 
illustrative of each subject. 
Chemistry, philosophy and astron­ 
omy were illustrated 
by 
apparatus 
and lectures. 
English grammar was 
taught 
by 
lectures. 
The main object in the school was 
to train the students to think for 
themselves, and thus qualify for the 
practical duties of life. 
The general principles of the Bible 
were taught daily. 
The government of the school was 
mild, vet firm, and a prompt, obedi 
once to all rules was required of all 
students. 
No student was permitted to leave 
or enter class without the permission 
of, his teacher. 
No student was allowed to visit any 
place of immoral tendency, nor was 
permitted to attend parties or other 
places of festivity, which tend to di­ 
vert the mind from study, without 
special permission.

Teacher. 
Hear the term s in His own 
words; 
“If any man will come after 
Ale !become My disciple—pupil], let 
him deny himself, take up his cross 
and lollow Me.” 
Only those who pre­ 
sent their bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy,- acceptable unto God through the 
merit of the Redeemer imputed to 
them and received by faith, are en­ 
rolled in the School of Christ. 
In 
other words, only the members of the 
Church which is the Body of Christ 
are in His School, being taught of 
God through His Word. 
Addressing the church, 
St. 
Paul 
says, “We are 
His 
w orkmanship.” 
God has been working in the Church 
by His providences and by His Word 
of Truth, working in us by our ex­ 
periences, which He has made for 
us, and by the opportunities which He 
gives us. 
All these things are de­ 
signed by the Lord to bless us and to 
develop us into His own character- 
likeness. that, as the M aster has said. 
we may be like unto our F ather in 
H eaven—that we may be holy, even 
as He is holy—that our intentions, 
our aims and our desires may l>e ex­ 
actly like those of God. 
The Prim ary Lesson. 
The pastor reminded his audience 
that when a child enters school for 
the first time, he has merely put him­ 
self into the hands of his teacher for 
instruction. 
It requires year* of pa­ 
tient training and study before he can 
be said to have an education, and 
■tm more instruction before he can 
become a teacher himself. 
This, he 
said, is exactly the picture which God 
gives us in respect to the church. 
During this Gospel Age He has invit­ 
ed th e Church class to enter the 
School of Christ and prepare for the 
great work of human

is naturally very meek and teachable 
usually has disadvantages in other 
ways. 
People will impose upon him:

a little meekness will get along better 
by himself, but will have his difficul­ 
ty in coming under the hand of the 
Lord. The speaker reminded his hear­ 
ers th at they cannot alter the shape 
of their heads. 
Those 
who 
were 
born with a proud 
spirit 
have 
so 
much more to battle against. 
Those 
who were born with a humble mind 
will 
have 
difficulties 
along 
other 
lines, but will find it easier to learn 
meekness than w ill the proud spirited. 
But since the Lord puts meekness 
first, no one will make progress in 
the School of Christ until he has 
learned to be m eek: for meekness 
signiifes teachableness. 
The pastor then went on to the 
other subjects taught in this unique 
school. 
Next in order come humil­ 
ity, gentleness, patience, long-suffer­ 
ing and brotherly kindness. 
Gentle­ 
ness is very important. 
W hoever is 
rude and boisterous will not no ready 
to learn, and therefore will not be 
in a proper condition to be used of 
the Ix>rd until he has learned broth­ 
erly kindness, until he can be kind to 
all the brethren and love them all. He 
must be gentle toward all so as not 
to offend or hu rt them or stumble 
them. 
W hoever is gentle will always 
desire to be assistful to the brethren; 
this is characteristic of the Spirit of 
the Lord. 
W hoever 
is 
devoid 
of 
these qualities which go to make up 
fxne must acquire them if he would 
be graduated 
from 
the 
School 
of 
('brist. 
Then, lest any one should be dis­ 
couraged, the pastor explained that 
the flesh of some who are really over­ 
comers may never become a* gentle 
as that of others who naturally pos­ 
sess this desirable quality, hut that 
they must have this quality in the 
mind or will; for the Lord will judge 
them by their desires, their endea­ 
vors. their efforts. 
W hoever will be

and gentle, no m atter wdiat be may 
be according to the flesh. 
How These Lessons Are Learned. 
The pastor illustrated the methods 
by which the "Master teaches His pu­ 


pils to acquire these essential graces 


of the Holy Spirit, 
lf a disciple of 
Jesus do something wrong, the Mas 


The pastor urged 
all 
who 
know 


themselves to he disciples of Jesus, 


pupils in the great school of Christ, 


to keep their hearts right with God 


and then to do the 
very 
best that 
they can. He advised such to see to 
it that the body gets the proper dis­ 
cipline. 
T ho 
new* mind m ust keep 
the body under control. If it was rude 
to somebody, humble ii. teach it to 
be meek by saying, “You must go and 
tell th a t person that you are sorry 
fcr w hat vou have done. Of course, 
b® declared, this will go “against the 
grain,” but it is better to yield and 
thus learn the needed lessons than to 
lose the kingdom. All such selfdis­ 
cipline is part of the process of prep­ 
aration for the kingdom work. 
The standard of character develop­ 
m ent which the 
pastor 
upholds is 
very high. He declared that whoever 
would be graduated with honors from 
the school of Christ must be so hum­ 
ble, so meek, so teacheable. so pati­ 
ent, th at he will be ready to receive 
Instruction from the Master in what­ 
ever way He may see fit to send it 
—whether through trials, difficulties, 
sickness, etc., 
or 
through 
books, 
hym ns or in any other way. No m at­ 
te! how* it comes, if it brings us “the 
l'ght of the knowledge of the glory 
of God.” if it scatters our darkness, 
ignorance, superstition, 
if it brings

ic for ourselves. 


Commencement Day 
Is Coming. 


The pastor then show*ed that ulti­ 
mately two classes will be graduated 
from the school of Christ. One class 
will receive very high honors—glory, 
honor, 
immortality, 
joint 
heirship 
with our Ixird Jesus in His Millenni­ 
al kingdom. The other class will be 
servants of God and will serve Him 
by rendering assistance to the k in f 
dom class. 
Under 
another 
figure 
these classes are designated in Psalm 
45 as the “king’s daughter” and “the 
virgins, her companions, that follow 
her.” 
fr** 
The speaker show*ed why there are 
to be these two classes and w*hat has 
made the difference 
between them. 
The first class is constituted of those 
pupils that are so intent upon learn­ 
ing their lessons and of being grad­ 
uated with honors that they not only 
study carefully their text book, 
the 
Word of God, but 
they 
watch the 
Ix>rd’s eye, as it were, bent upon see­ 
ing w hat 
is 
His 
will 
concerning 
them. To these He 
has 
given 
the 
precious promise, “I will guide thee 
with Mine eye.” Their reply is, “As 
the eyes of servants look upon the 
hand of their masters, 
and 
as the 
eyes of a maiden unto the hand of 
ber mistress, so our eyes wait upon 
the Lord our God, until that He have 
m ercy upon us.”—Psalm 123:2. 
The thought is that this class is all 
attention to see w hat they can ren­ 
der unto the Lord, 
watching to see 
what He wishes them to do. They do 
not wait until He disciplines them 
severely. 
This 
little flock class is 
composed of such as can be guided 
r.v the will of the Lord, such as are 
so anxious to do His will, 
so alert, 
so willing to do anything they can 
do at any time He may choose, as to 
Le “instant in season, out of season ” 
to themselves. 
Those who possess 
this spirit will he of the first class 
to be graduated out of the school of 
Christ. 
The second class to be graduated 
w ill be very large in number, the pas­ 
tor said. It will consist of those pu­ 
pils w’ho are rather 
slow* 
and 
who 
busy themselves 
with 
unimportant 
things. In figurative language 
they 
are inclined to 
play 
during study

Stevenson, former vice president of 
the United States, died here late te- 
night, after an illness 
of

months, aged 79 years. 
His three children were at his bed­ 
side when he passed away , Once, 
shortly before his death, ho recog­ 
nized members of his family, but soon 
relapsed 
into 
unconsciousness and 
remained so until the end. 
Adlai Ewing Stevenson, once vice 
president of the United States, had 
a Icing and honorable public career. 
He was vice president from 1893 to 
1897, under President Grover Cleve­ 
land. 
In 1900 he again was nominat­ 
ed by the democratic party for vice 
president and ran with 
William 
J . 
Bryan, the party’s candidate for pres­ 
ident, but was defeated. 
He served 
as a member of the 44th and 45th 
congresses. 
From 1885 to 1889 ho 
served as first assistant postmaster 
general, under President Cleveland. 
His last appearance as a candidate 
for public office was in 1908, when he 
was nominated for governor of Illi­ 
nois by the democratic 
party 
and 
was defeated by Chas. S. Deneen, re­ 
publican. 
He w*as born in Christian county, 
Kentucky, 
October 
23, 
1835, 
of 
Scotch-Irish parentage. 
In 1853 his 
parents moved to Bloomington, 111. 
lie attended the public schools and 
the Illinois university. 
In 1856 he graduated from C anter 
college, Danville, Kentucky. 
There 
he wras a classmate of Senator Joe 
Blackburn and other Kentucky youths 
who later became prominent in pub­ 
lic life. 
He signalized the close of 
his college career by 
marrying 
a 
daughter of Dr. 
Lewis 
W. 
Green, 
president of the college. 
After leaving college Stevenson re­ 
turned to Bloomington, III., and read 
law. 
He was admitted to the bar in 
1858 and began legal practice at Me­ 
tamora, 111., where he remained until 
1868. 
During these ten years he held 
the office of m aster in chancery four 
years and district attorney for a sim­ 
ilar period. 
In 1868 he returned to Bloomington 
and formed a law partnership with 
his cousin, James S. E^ing, and for 
many years the firm was one of the 
best knowfn in Illinois’ legal circles. 
Stevenson’s political career dated 
from 1864, when he was a presidential 
elector on the democratic ticket. 
He 
made a canvass of Illinois in behalf 
of the McClellan ticket and won a 
reputation as a political orator. 
In 1874 Stevenson was nominated 
by the greenback an danti-monopolist 
parties in the Thirteenth Illinois dis­ 
trict against Gen. John McNulta, re­ 
publican.

Jefferson City, Mo., June lib—The 
time has passed when the desire of 
tile government to get enough reve­ 
nue from the taxpayer to meet ex­ 
penses as they arose rather ‘hail jus­ 
tice and fairness in 
taxation 
pre­ 
vailed. 
Tile natural result in Mis­ 
souri. as in many states, has been a 
remarkably unequal burden oil cer­ 
tain property and that much property 
escaped taxation entirely. 
Complaints 
against 
the 
unequal 
distribution of the tax burden have 
been niftily. 
The fault, however, is 
generally conceded 
among 
officials 
who have investigated the matter to 
exist in the lack of efficient admin 
istratlve machinery aud in the injus­ 
tice of taxing certain classes of in 
tangible property at rates which prac­ 
tically confiscate the income there­ 
from, while other property is taxed 
at less. 
Attempts to tax stocks, bonds and 
other evidences of property have been 
recognized generally as partial fail­ 
ures in the past . Officials ,here say 
this is due in part to the fs^t that 
such holdings are assessed at a much 
higher valuation that other forms of 
property. 
The result of this condi­ 
tion is that a person who has a bond 
netting 5 per cent refuses to turn it 
in because, having paid taxes on such 
high assessed valuation, the bond will 
net net over, say, 4 per eenL 
Another cause of the condition, of­ 
ficials say, is the fact that many bl­ 


uesides the permanent tax commis­ 
sion, are full value assessments of all 
property, placing no class of property 
on a favored footing; the exercise by 
the assessors of their full powers for 
obtaining testimony relative to real 
estate values under oath, the c o m p u l ­ 
sory keeping by assessors of records 
of important leases to aid in deter­ 
mining values, the publication of lqnd 
value maps and assessment sheets, 
and the establishment of some more 
systematic method of equalizing land 
values.
